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The  average  tobacco  grower  cannot  spend  enough  time  on  the  tobacco  warehouse  floor  to  keep 
posted  on  the  approximate  value  of  different  grades  of  tobacco.  This  knowledge  is  essential, however, 
to  the  equitable  sale  of  his  tobacco.  To  furnish  this  knowledge  and, as  a  result, help  growers  to  market 
their  tobacco  on  the  basis  of  fair  competition,  a  Tobacco  IMarket  News  Service — as  one  of  the  units 
of  the  Federal-State  Market  News  Service  of  USDA's  Agricultural  Marketing  Service — operates  as  a 
companion  activity  to  the  AMS  Tobacco  Inspection  Service. 

These  pictures,  taken  for  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service,  show  how  tobacco  market  news 
reporters — working  closely  with  inspection  personnel- -obtain  needed  trading  information  in  the  Georgia- 
Florida  Flue-cured  Tobacco  belt, so  that  buyers  and  sellers  alike  may  know  the  conditions  of  the  market.
